States.

prohibiting it. Numerous violations 
of the Jaw have been reported at vari- 
ous times, but only in a few instances 
have the barons been convicted and 
fined. 


In n few years the miserable serf 


imported from Hungary or where ever 
labor could be procured cheapest, be- 
came dissatisfied and rebelled against 
his task musters. As the hot in which 
he lived and the land on which it was 
situated belonged to the barons, he was 
evicted.

road side.

They are the most 
lawless and violent of the strikers. 
They d.-.stroy life and property and are 
being shot clown like wild beasts by 
those employed to protect the works 
and the men who have taken the places 
of the strikers. The tragic scenes at 
the Carnegie works in 1891 are being 
reproduced 
in a dozen- places and 


scores of men have been killed.

condition of affairs is deplorable, but 
it was predicted years ago wheu the 
men were imported by the barons to 
supplant freo labor and enable them 
to suell their profits.

tniiiod to protect those who desiro to

Congressrmm Catninetti of California 


has introduced a joint resolution in 
the House of representatives to pro- 
vide for an All-American Monetary 
Congress. It authorizes the President 
to invite all the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere to a conference on the 
financial question. It recites the fact 
of the community of interests existing 
iu the Western Hemisphere; the de- 
preciation in the price of silver; the 
default of Guatamala; tho danger that 
Mexico and Central and South Ameri- 
can governments may take similar ac- 
tioti, and it asserts that the various in- 
terests of the Unitod States are threat- 
ened with loss because of the decline in 
silver. In view of these facts the Pres- 
ident is requested to invite representa- 
tives of the American republics to 
meet in conference in Washington. 


The conference shall be f. .• the pur 


pose of devising means vo obtain relie 
from the conditions broiii, jt about by 
the demonetization of silver. It is 
authorized to draft treaties, to be sub 
nutted for ratification to the severa 
nations represented, relative to estab 
lishmg and maintaining such a etand- 
ard as will restore permanent financial 
conditions, protect their common in- 
terests and secure recognition of silver 
from the nations of the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere. 


Some time since a rasolution propos- 


ing a monetary conference of 
the 


American Republics was introduced in 
the Senate. It suggested the adoption 
of an international silver dollar which 
would be a legal te-nderat its faoevalu 
from Canada to Patagonia. 
This, i 


was contended, would bring all th 
nations on this continent into close 
relations with each other and advanc 
our commercial and manufacturing in 
terests by turning tho trade of Mexico 
and South and Central America from 
Europe to the United States. This 
resolution has been permitted to sleep 
m the Senate, but possibly the intro- 
duction of the Caminetti resolution in

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 7.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave) to cross the continent from 
April 10th to 14th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 15th, 
cross the western mountains by close 
of the 16th, the great central valleys 
from the 11th to the 19th, and the East- 
ern States about the 20th. 


This will be of more than usual force, 


| of wide extent, a dangerous storm, and 
will probably develop tornadoes and 
be accompanied by an electric disturb- 
ance. It will probably develop its 
greatest force in and west of the Missis- 
sippi valley, and if accompanied by 
tornadoes, they will probibly strike 
some part ol the country lying west of 
tho Mississippi and south of Dakota 
and Minnesota. This storm will cause 
severe weather generally in the United 
States and Canada. 


Several days of warm weather will 


precede this storm, and a warm wave 
will cross the western mountains about 
the 15th, the Great Central valleys 
about the 17th, and the Eastern States 
about the 19tb.

THE TORNADO. 


Our earth—in its "long breaths," 


caused by an unusual accumulation of 
electricity, or the 
ether of space, 


through a combination of electro-mag- 
netic forces, suddenly brought on by 
the ever varying positions of those 
electro-magnetic bodies, the moon and 
planets—first inhales the ether, as 
man does air and fishes water, and 
then exhales it. The latter 
effort 


sometimes produces the tornado. 


During a period of many weeks the 


earth's volatile elements evaporate, as 
do similar elements of a comet when 
:he latter is approaching the sun, and 
;hus a vast amount of energy is stored 
up in our earth's envelope. This en- 
ergy comes to the earth through its 
;ransient, periodic 
and 
permanent 


high barometers, the down-pouring air 
and electric currents of which evapo- 
rate the waters from the oceans, lakes 
and rivers, and this m'oisture returns 
in the shape of rain, hail and snow. 


When the energy thus stored up has 


expanded the atmosphere to its fullest 
extent, and tho cause has passed its 
zenith of strength, the ether begins to 
return to space through the transient, 
periodic and permanent lows, and then 
a mighty rush of ether upward destroys 
life and property, carries moisture to 
immense heights, where it freezes, and, 


and a sickly, exhausted sensation takes 
possession of all, At times no air 
stirs, and then it comes in pun's as 
from a heated furnace, and the heat is 
not like the ordinary heat from the 
sun's rays. 


When the tornado comes in sight all 


will know what it is without any des- 
cription being given here. Prenatal 
education has instilled into the human 
race an instinct that enables us to 
know a tornado on sight as readily as 
the day-old chick knows its deadly 
enemy, the hawk. But immediately 
preceding the tornado, and one of the 
last indications before the destroyer 
arrives, is the scud clouds. They are 
grey colored, frizzly edged, fly before 
the wind with the speed of an arrow, 
very low, often just above the tree tops. 
When these appear it is full time a 
place of safety was found. 


Tornados generally move from south- 


west to northeast because they usually 
occur in the southeast quadrant of the 
storm center. 


These storm centers whirl against 


the sun, or against the hands of a 
watch when the latter is placed face 
upward, and hence tho wind and cloud 
movements in the southeast parts have 
a general movement toward the north- 
east and carry with them the tornado, 
which is a whirl within a whirl, like 
eddies on the outer parts of a whirling 
water pool.

falling back through the mists, accumu- 
lates, forming the great hail-stones, 
while the loss of a part of that etheric 
or electric force which ever holds our 
atmosphere in expansion, brings a col- 
lapse of the elements, a falling together 
of the particles that form our atmos- 
phere, and we have the so-called "cloud 
burst," or immense downpour, some- 
times termed the water spout.

heat, when in fact the heat, often felt 
near but not in the tornado, is only a 
result of electric tension before such 
tension has resulted in expansion. 


The heat theory is a fundamental 


error resulting in 
a 
catalogue of 


blunders on the part of oithodox 
physicists. To rightly undestand the 
tornado we must reject the teachings 
of orthodox scientists and the schools 
as to tho sun being a hot body, and 
instead we must understand that all 
the heavenly bodies are electro-mag- 
nets, that light and heat do not come 
from the sun, as such are but local re- 
sults, caused by the forces from the 
sun coming in contact with matter in 
our atmosphere. That force from the 
sun will be best understood by most 
people when we call it electricity, but 
it is a grade of electricity more remote 
from ether than a gas is from a granite 
stone, and this sun force, which results 
in light and heat in our atmosphere, 
must not be confounded with that 
original electricity which we call ether. 


The schools and orthodox scientists 


also teach that the friction of the wind 
causes the intense electric displays we 
often see in the tornado. 
The reverse ; 


of this is true. Electric currents carr 
the atmosphere with them and const 
tutes the cause of winds.
